WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is waiting to 
see a Russian proposal to put 
S y ri a's ehemi cal we ap o ns 
stack under international con¬ 
trol, but will not wait for 
long, top diplomat John 
Kerry said Tuesday. 

While everyone was hope¬ 
ful the move cauld be "areal 
solution to the crisis," said 
Defense Secretary Chuck 
Hagel, he warned the threat 
of "credible, real" US mili¬ 
tary action had to remain an 
the table 

Kerry alleged Syria had 
about" 1,000 metric tonnes of 
numerous chemical 

weapons" including compo¬ 
nents far mustard and sarm 
gas, some of which was un¬ 
mixed, and some of which 
was stored m tanks. 

"Yesterday, we challenged 
the regime to turn them aver 
to die secure control of the in¬ 
ternational community so 
that they could be destroyed," 1 
he told lawmakers, 

Such a move "would be 
the ultimate way to degrade 
and deter" die arsenal held bv 
Syrian President Bashar al- 
Assad, he told the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

US experts were already 
working on how to cany out 
such an "exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult" task, he said, as Russian 
F o rei gn M ini s t er S ergei 
Lavrov mulls a proposal on 
reining in Syria's chemical 


weapons. 

"We're waiting for that 
proposal. But we're not wait¬ 
ing for long," Kerry said. 

President Barack Obama - 
"will take a hard look at it,, 
hut it has to be swift. It has tD 
he real. It has to be verifi¬ 
able, ' Kerry insisted. 

He added, however, that 
"nothing had .changed with 
respect to Obama's call for 
Congress to vote to approve a 
limited military strike on the 
Syrian regime, accused of 
using sarin gas in an attack 
near Damascus last month. 

"We must be very clear- 
eyed and ensure that it is not 
a stalling tactic by Syria and 
its Russian patrons/ Hagel 
said of the Russian proposal 

"The threat of a US mili¬ 
tary' action, the credible, real 
threat of US military action, 
must continue as we are talk¬ 
ing today," he insisted 

The United States had "a 
full range of options" m any 
military action aimed at de¬ 
grading Syria's chemical 
weapons stack winch could tar¬ 
get "the command and control 
o f tho se who cho s e to use them 
the means of delivery, and 
some of tire o tiier resources that 
the regime uses to protect it¬ 
self," said top military officer 
General Martin Dempsey. 

"Importantly, the president 
has not yet given me the final 
decision on those target pack¬ 
ages," he told lawmakers.

over 200 cameras at dif¬ 
ferent locations known 
by the police to be prob¬ 
lem areas and areas fre¬ 
quented by tourists as 
well as locals. Tire sys¬ 
tem is expected to be op¬ 
erational 24 hours a day 
7 days a week Supervi¬ 
sion will take place from 
a "camera room" and 
will be monitored by po¬ 
lice agents.

All employees entitled to 4 hours

The Minister of Labor has 
announced that on September 
27th, Election Day, all em¬ 
ployees are legally entitled to 
4 hours free from work in 
order to vote on Election 
Day. This announcement is 
based on the legal Electoral 
Ordinance 

Article 39 of the Electoral 
Ordinance states that El ection 
Day begins at S:00 in the 
morning and ends at 7 00 in 
the evening. 

The Minister considers it 
very important that all em¬ 
ployers as well as employees 
understand the ruling of arti¬ 
cle 40 of the Electoral Ordi¬ 
nance to avoid any confusion 
as to what are free time for 
each sector of the commu¬ 
nity. 

As employer it is impera¬ 
tive that each employee get 
the allotted time to exercise 
their right to vote dunng the 
stipul ated tune that th e votin g 
booths are open 

Employees working be¬ 
tween the voting hours of 
3:00am to 7:00 p.m. m the 
evening have the right to 4 
consecutive hours free to go 
and vote. Tins is not the case 
m the event that the employee 
has sufficient time in 1ns 
schedule to gD and vote be¬ 
fore he begins his work 
schedule In such a case, he 
does not have any right to 
these 4 hours 

Employers are required to 
have a schedule prepared at 


least one week before Elec¬ 
tion Day. 

For clarity someone 
working from 7 3D to 12:00 
mid-day and from 1:00 to 
4 OD pm must get. free from 
7:00 to 11 DO in the morning, 
or from 12 OD to 4.00 in the 
afterno on 

In the event the employee 
who works part time from 3 
a.m. to 12:00 mid-day or 
works shift, he does not qual¬ 
ify for the 4 hours free from 


work to vote. Also, for some¬ 
one working shift winch be¬ 
gins at 7:00 in the morning 
and ends at 3:0D in the after¬ 
noon, or from 12:00 mid-day 
to 3:00 in the evening, or a 
shift from 3:00 in the after¬ 
noon to 11 00 at night. 

Every employer is urged 
to adhere to the rules of the 
law. And employees should 
take advantage of their right 
to vote and to da so conscien¬ 
tiously.

Venezuela quits 
regional human 
rights court

CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela withdrew from a 
regional human rights court 
on Tuesday, fulfilling the 
wishes of late president Hugo 
Chavez to the dismay of ac¬ 
tivists who fear tiie state may 
commit abuses 

President Nicolas Madura 
wrote on Twitter that the 
Costa Rica-based Inter- 
American Court of Human 
Rights had become "an in¬ 
strument for the protection a f 
US geopolitical interests in 
(Latin) America and to p erse- 
cute progressive govern¬ 
ments." 

Imtemati o n al an d lac al 
human rights groups had 
urged the government to re¬ 
consider its decision, which 
will affect new cases but not 
those filed prior to 
Venezuel a's withdrawal from 
the court's jurisdiction 

The withdrawal came one 
year to the day after Chavez 
began the process to pull out 
of the court by formally de¬ 
nouncing the American Con¬ 
vention an Human Rights. 
The United States, Canada 
and several Caribbean na¬ 
tions have not rati bed the 
convention.

'Venezuela’s exit from the 
court is an enormous step

business day of the year in 
Denmark -- after being inun¬ 
dated with requests from 
cli ents. 


"Holidays Go So hell, 
people who remember to 
make deposits into children's 
savings accounts and pen¬ 
sions on the last business day 
of the year! There are 364 
other days of the year when 
you can call about that," she 
wrote in a status update lit¬ 
tered with expletives. 

The woman was fired 
after a colleague took a 
screen shot other Facebook 
rant and alerted their em¬ 
ployer on January 3. 


However, an employment 
tribunal found she should 
have been let off with just a 
warning, and ordered the 
bank to pay her just under 
ei gilt m onth s' worth a f wag es 
in compensation. 

The colleague who re¬ 
ported the incident later re¬ 
fused to testify, which is 
believed to have helped her 
colleague's case against the 
bank, the Financial Services 
Union Denmark said in a 
statement, without naming 


the bank. 

The woman realised that 
what she had done was 
wrong, but felt that the pun¬ 
ishment didn't fit the crime, 
the union quoted her as say¬ 
ing 

She admitted to rarely 
writing anything on Face- 
book since losing her jab 
If you can only write 
what a lovely clay it is today, 
and see haw beautiful my 
children are, then there's no 
point" she said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
More than 200,000 people 
from 140 countries have ap¬ 
plied to be the first human 
settlers on Mars, the group 
behind the project to colonize

Bas Lansdorp, a Dutch en¬ 
trepreneur, plans to establish 
a permanent base on Mars in 
a mission he hopes will take 
off in 2022 if he can find the 
necessary $6 billion. 

One in four of the 302,586 
applicants come from the 
United States, said Mars One, 
the non-profit group which 
initiated its hunt for "wDuld- 
be Mars settlers' in April. 

Tliere are also hopefuls 
from India (10 percent), 
China (six percent) and 
Brazil (five percent), among 


other countries, it said. 

By 2015, Mars One expects 
put up to ID four-member 
teams through intensive train¬ 
ing, with one of those teams 
proceeding to Mars in 2023 on 
a one-way top that would take 
seven months to complete 

Space agencies including 
NASA have expressed skep¬ 
ticism about the viability of 
Lansdorp's plan, saying the 
technology to establish a 
human colony on Mars does 
not exist. 

Mars One says on its web¬ 
site that the mission is a 
decade-long endeavor, with 
funding intended to came 
from the global audience of 
an interactive, televised 
broadcast of every aspect of 
the mission.

New Yorkers slim down contenders to replace Bloomberg 


WASHINGTON, September 
10, 2D 13 (AFP) - US intelli¬ 
gence officials declassified 
documents on Tuesday that 
showed the National Secunty 
Agency violated privacy 
rules when it sifted through 
phone records of Americans 
without legal justification. 

The government was 
forced to disclose the docu¬ 
ments by a judge's Dider after 
a Freedom of Information 
lawsuit filed by the Elec¬ 
tronic Frontier Foundation, a 
non-profit group promoting 
digital privacy rights and free 
speech. 

The foundation called the 
release of the documents a 
“victory" for transparency as 
intelligence officials said the 
p apers illustrated ho w die spy 
service had made uninten¬ 
tional "mistakes" that were 
rectified under strict judicial 
oversight 

The government" didn’t re¬ 
lease these new NSA docs out 
of the goodness of their 
heart," the foundation wrote 
in a tweet. They were com¬ 
pelled to by @EFFs lawsuit." 

The documents, including 
hundreds of pages of court 
orders, reveal privacy viola¬ 
tions from 2006 to 2DG9 in 
NSA's collection of phone 
records or "metadata," as part 
of the agency's effort to track 
potential terror plots. 

The release came after the 
scale of NSA spying was ex¬ 
posed in a senes of bomb¬ 
shell media leaks in recent 
months by former US intelli¬ 
gence contractor Edward 
Snowden, who has sought 
asylum in Russia.

British Asian girls 'hidden target 
of sex abuse gangs' 


LONDON (AFP) - The sexual 
abuse of British girls of South 
Asian origin is going unre- 
ported because authorities tend 
to focus on gangs that target 
white youngsters, according to 
a study released on Tuesday 
Although there has been a 
series of high-profile British 
court cases in which men of 
South Asian heritage were 
convicted of sexually exploit¬ 
ing vulnerable white girls, au¬ 
thorities are failing tD spot 
cases in which men target girls 
from their own ethnic group, 
die Muslim Women's Network 
UK said. 


Asian girls are reluctant to 
report sexual abuse to die po¬ 
ll c e b ecaus e th ey fe ar til at th ey 
will not be believed or that 
they will bring dishonour to 
their families, according to the 
group, winch advises the 
British government on issues 
facing Muslim women 

The Muslim Women's Net¬ 
work said it had uncovered 35 
cases m which young Asians 
had been sexually exploited. 
Most of the victims said their 
abusers were men from the 
same ethnic group. 

Haieh Afshar, the group's 


president, said there had been 
a "deafening silence" on the 
sexual abuse of young Asian 
girls. 

"In all communities victims 
of such violence find it diffi¬ 
cult to report sexual abuse and 
seek support Among Asians 
and Muslims tins is exacer¬ 
bated by a culture of honour 
and shame," she wrote in a 
foreword to the report. 

The group was unable to 
speak directly to the victims 
but said it had collected evi¬ 
dence from chanties who had 
contact with them, as well as 
police, health:are workers and 
other officials. 

Sue Berelowitz, Deputy 
Children's Commissioner for 
England, said there was a 
widespread myth that gangs of 
Asian men were targeting only 
white girls, motivated by “ha¬ 
tred and contempt for white fe¬ 
males" 

In reality, sexual predators 
target the most accessible vic¬ 
tims — often those fiom the 
same ethnic background, she 
added. 

The group admitted that it is 
difficult to estimate the scale 
of the abuse, and stressed it 
was also not clear whether or 
not Asian gnis face greater ex¬ 
ploitation than their white 
schoolmates. 

Most of the victims were 
aged under 16 and two thirds 
of them were fiom Pakistani 
families, the report said. 

Some of the girls were plied 
with drugs or alcohol before 
being passed around gangs of 
men, in cases similar to those 
involving white girls that have 
hit British headlines in recent 
months

BUENOS AIRES (AFP)-Ar¬ 
gentine authorities have de¬ 
tained a 5S-year-old 
Uruguayan recovering in a 
hospital bed after he survived 
four months in the freezing 
Andes while Seeing pe¬ 
dophilia charges, officials said 
Tuesday. 

A judge in the western 
province of San Juan ordered, 
the arrest of Raul Gomez Cin- 
cunegui in response to an ex¬ 
tradition request from Chile, 
where he is wanted on child 
sex abuse charges 

Gamez Cmcunegui was 
under custody at the Raws on 
Hospital, where he was flown 
after being found underweight 
and dehydrated near a moun¬ 


tain shelter, said Carl as Taco a, 
secretary far Judge Leopoldo 
Rago Gallo. 

He survived below freezing 
temperatures in the maw-cov¬ 
ered mountains by eating sugar 
and raisins left behind by 
mountain climbers in die Inge- 
mero Sardina shelter, accord¬ 
ing to rescuers 

His family reported him 
missing on May 11 after Ins 
mobile phone stopped working. 

Following his rescue, 
Chilean prosecutors revealed 
that Gomez Cmcunegui had 
been & mi ally accused on April 
22 of sexually abusing an 
eight-year-old boy and that he 
had been baired from leaving 
the c Dim try. 


Switzerland ups legal 
prostitution age from 


16 to 18 


GENEVA (AFP) - Tire Swiss 
pai'liament voted Tuesday to 
raise die legal prostitution age 
from Id to 13, tightening the 
country's liberal sex-trade laws 
to bring them in line with Eu¬ 
ropean stall dards 

The lower house of pail la¬ 
ment voted to change the 
Swiss p enal code to make it il¬ 
legal to pay for sex with a 
minor, following suit after the 
upper house adopted the bill. 

Until now, paying for sex 
with people above Id -- the 
legal age of' consent in 
Switzerland -- was legal m the 
small Alpine country 

With the law change, pros¬ 
titutes between the ages of Id 
and IS will not face penalties, 
but clients who pay for sex 
with minors will face up to 
three years behind b ars 


Anyone encouraging pros¬ 
titution by minors, including 
pimps, and people running 
brothels or escort services, will 
face up to 10 years in prison. 

The law change also raises 
the legal age to participate in 
pornography, making it a 
crime punishable by up to five 
years in jail to produce, import, 
promote, screen or possess 
poma graphy featuring minors 
Prostitution is legal and reg¬ 
ulated m Switzerland, where it 
is considered a legitimate form 
of economic activity. 

Last month, prostitution m 
Switzerland made global head¬ 
lines when Zurich opened the 
country's first sex “ drive -in" T 
on the outskirts of town, m a 
bid to create a safer space for 
sex workers and remove the 
trade from the city centre

HONGKONG (AFP)-Asix- 
year-old Chinese boy who had 
his eyes gouged out while 
playing outside underwent sur¬ 
gery Tuesday as doctors; began 
fitting him with realistic artifi¬ 
cial eyeballs; that move.

Locals near the town of Be- 
lokunklia found the man, who 
told the local prosecutor that 
he was bom in 1993 and had 
lived ui die forest since 1997,

But his parents left, him 
alone in the hut in May h efore 
he finally went to a nearby vil¬ 
lage to ask for help when the 
summer ended, the authorities 
said. 

The local prosecutor's of¬ 
fice, alarmed that the man may 
have to spend die Siberian 
winter m a forest by himself, 
appealed in court to have his 
i d enti fi c ati on do cum euts 

reestablished so that he can 
seek seek state support, prose¬ 


cutor Roman Fomin told AFP. 

He said that the man's fam¬ 
ily went to live m the wild as a 
conscious decision, but appar¬ 
ently not out of religious rea¬ 
sons 

Fomin said that a local 
woman had brought the young 
man to the prosecutors out of 


fear that he may need help 
through the cold winter, but 
the man then had gone back to 
his hiding place in the forest 
The Russian media are var¬ 
iously calling him forest boy 
or the "Siberian Mowgli," after 
the main character in Rudyard 
Kipling's "The Jungle Book."

The dollar weakened against 
the euro Tuesday on signs that 
the risk of a US-ied military 
stoke on Syria was easing.

TORONTO (AFP) - A film 
about Lance Armstrong’s 
cycling comeback, shot in 
2009 but shelved when his 
doping denials began to un¬ 
ravel, had its own revival of¬ 
fering fresh perspective on 
his lies. Academy Award¬ 
winning director Alex Gib- 
neywasgranted 
unprecedented access to 
Armstrong and his en¬ 
tourage for an entirely differ¬ 
ent sort of film, prior to the 
cyclist's fall from grace. By the time the planned film was 
finished in 2010 it was rr no longer relevant," Gibney said, 
in a turn of events that may have been fortuitous. Taking 
afresh look at the footage late last year, Gibney and pro¬ 
ducer Frank Marshall recognized that they had captured 
the incredible truth that had been "hiding in plain sight” 
he said. The film, minus Matt Damon who narrated the 
original film but was cut in the rejig, premiered at the 
Toronto film festival. After years of denials, Armstrong, 
a cancer survivor who won seven Tour de France titles, 
finally cracked in January 2013 and admitted to Oprah 
Winfrey in a television interview that he had used per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs. It was a devastating and 
public mea culpa for his fans and the cycling world, but 
his confession was also decried by critics for barely 
scratching the surface of one of the most shocking 
scandals in sports history. Gibney's documentary, "The 
Armstrong Lie," looks to set that right.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Rafael 
Nadal claimed Ins second US 
Open tide and 13th Grand 
Slam crown on Monday when 
he defeated world number one 
Novak Djokovic, 6-2, 3-6, 6-4, 
6-1 m a lung-busting final 
Nadal, 27, added the 2013 
trophy to Ins 2010 triumph, 
when he completed a career 
Grand Slam, and capped a year 
that has seen him claim 10 ti¬ 


tles and stretch his season 
record to 60 wins and just three 
losses 

Monday's win also earned 
him a total of $3.6 million, 
which takes his career earnings 
through die $60 million mark, 
and also edged him closer to 
Roger Federer's record of 17 
majors and put him one fa elnnd 
Pete Sampras. 

hi the pair's record-setting 
37th meeting, 
wort d numb e.r two 
Nadal, who only 
returned to the tour 
in February follow¬ 
ing a seven-month 
injury layoff, took 
his lead over 
Djokovic to 22-15 
as he added the US 
Open crown to the 
eighth French 
Open he daimed m 
June. 

"It's veiy emo¬ 
tional All my team 
knows what tins 
means to me," said 
Nadal, who now 
has 60 career tides 
and only returned to 
the sport in Febru¬ 
ary after a seven-

"Novak always brings my 
game to the limit. He is an 
amazing player. He will go 
down as one of the greatest m 
the sport." 

Far Djokovic, playing m a 
fourth successive final m New 
York, it was a devastating de¬ 
feat in a year which started 
with a fourth Australian Open 
title but was fallowed by a 
semi-final loss at the French 
Open to Nadal and a Wimble¬ 
don final mauling by Andy 
Murray. 


For the neutrals, it was a 
memorable contest winch 
sh o wcas ed thrillin g athl eh - 
cism, delicate touch and ex¬ 
hausting, brutal rallies, one of 
which was fought out over 54 
strokes. 

Djokovic lost 11 of the last 
13 games with his challenge 
fatally undermined by 53 un¬ 
forced errors. 

"I would have loved to win. 
But it was obvious that in the 
important moments he played 
b etter tennis, and that's why he 
deserved t.o win. I congratulate 


him, and 1 move on," said 
Djokovic. 

Nadal, in Ins 13th major 
final, was comfortably the 
more settled player in the 
opening stages, finding pin¬ 
point accuracy while Djokovic 
was sluggish and heavy- 
footed 

Nadal, who mi s se d th e 2 012 
tournament sensed the Serb's 
uneasiness and broke for a 2-1 
lead, mastering the occasion as 
well as the tricky breeze. 

Even die technology was oil 
the Spaniard's side as a suc¬ 
cessful challenge on triple 
break point gave him a double 
break for 5-2 

With a host of show-busi¬ 
ness glitterati looking on -- in¬ 
cluding Sean Connery, 
Leonardo DiCapno, Jessica 
Alba and Justin Timberlake — 
Nadal claimed die first set with 
ease after 4 2 minutes 

The omens were looking 
good for the Spaniard, who 
had only lost three out of 154 
career Grand Slam matches 
when winning the first set 

The triumph also meant that 
34 of the last 35 Grand Slam 
finals have been won by the 
'big four' of Nadal, Djokovic, 
Fe derer and Murray.
